Wild  Congolese  Force 
Strikes  at  Capitol  City 

LEOPOLDVILLE,  The  Congo,  Oct.  24  (UPI)— The  cap- 
ital, of  the  Congo  became  a city  of  fear  today  at  the  mercy  of 
wild  and  apparently  leaderless  Congolese  soldiers. 

Reports  filtering  out  of  “Le  Beige” — The  African  quar- 
ter of  morenr  Leopoldville — said  11  persons  had  been  killed  in 
a weekend  of  terror. 

THE  CONGOLESE  soldiers  blocked  entrances  to  the  Af- 
rican section  with  troops  and  armored  cars  and  prevented 
Europeans  from  entering  the  area  to  assess  damage  and 
count  casualties. 

The  situation  appeared  to  leave  a power  vacuum  ripe  for 
the  return  of  Patrice  Lumumba  as  premier  or  the  emergence 
of  a new  strongman. 


THE  UNITED  NATIONS  com- 
mand,  which  did  nothing  to  stop 
the  weekend  rampage,  was  re- 
ported trying  to  get  members  of 
Parliament  to  meet  again  to  try 
to  establish  some  form  of  gov- 
ernment. 

The  violence  started  Saturday 
night  when  Congolese  soldiers 
clashed  with  civilian  supporters 
of  Lumumba.  A soldier  was  re- 
ported to  have  been  one  of  those 
killed. 

YESTERDAY  soldiers  entered 
the  African  quarter  in  force 
spraying  machine  gun  and  rifle 
shots  through  the  streets,  mol- 
esting pedestrians  and  pulling 
Lumumba  supporters  out  of  their 
homes. 

Many  were  bundled  into 
trucks  and  driven  off,  presum- 
ably to  detention  at  Camp  Leo- 
pold.

BYU  Weather  Bureau  Informs 
Studentbody  About  Utah  Skies

During  this  season  of  the  year 
when  the  weather  conditions  are 
constantly  changing  from  a driz- 
zling rain  to  balmy  sunshine, 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
Weather  Bureau  comes  in  handy 
in  keeping  students  up-to-date 
on  what  to  expect  from  Utah 
skies. 


Located  on  the  north  wall  of 
the  foyer  of  the  Eyring  Science 
Center  is  a display  case  where 
present  weather  conditions,  tem- 
perature and  humidity  are  reg- 
istered. 


DIALS  MOUNTED  in  the  case 
also  show  measurements  of  rain- 
fall, sunshine,  wind  velocity, 
wind  direction  and  relative  hu- 
midity. A microbarograph  used 
to  measure  the  air  pressure,  is 
also  in  the  case. 


A cork  background  allows  the 
posting  of  maps  and  charts  of 
weather  conditions. 


DIRECTLY  behind  the  display 
case  is  a small  room  wherein 
instruments  are  kept  which  rec- 
ord the  number  of  calories  per 
square  centimeter  of  sunshine 
and  also  the  wind  velocity  and 
direction  for  the  entire  year. 

Dr.  Wayne  B.  Hales,  Dean  of 
the  General  College,  and  an  as- 
sistant are  daily  observing  and 
marking  the  weather  reports  as 


they  are  made  on  the  rolls  of 
these  instruments.  These  records 
are  available  to  students  doing 
research  and  reports  on  weath- 


THE  DIALS  in  the  display 
case  are  connected  by  electrical 
wiring  amplifiers  and  recorders 
to  equipment  mounted  on  top  of 
the  science  center.  Such  instru- 
ments as  an  anemometer  to  mea- 
sure wind  speed  ana  direqtion,  a 
hair  hydrometer  to  measure  rel- 
ative humidity,  phroheliometer 
to  record  the  intensity  of  sun- 
shine, precipitation  recorder, 
and  microbarograph  are  part  of 
the  equipment  on  the  roof.
